We reside on Lot 12, Lago Villa adjacent to the subject property at 2901 Westlake Cove, also
described as Lot 11, Lago Villa Subdivision, owned by Stuart Thomajan.

Mr. Thomajan's boat dock currently encroaches across the common property line between Lot
11 and our Lot 12. Mr. Thomajan has agreed to modify the shoreline bulkhead and to re-permit
and rebuild a single slip boat dock entirely on his property, albeit in the 10-foot setback from the
side property lines. We support the variance to build the boat dock without the 10-foot side yard
setback, because very few of the lots in the Lago Villa Subdivision have boat docks which comply
with the side yard setback requirement.

The boat dock on Mr. Thomajan's common lot line with Lot 10 is right on the lot line and creates
a navigation conflict to a location of his boat dock towards the center or south side of Lot 11.
For these reasons, we do not object to his locating his new boat dock along our common lot line.

We appreciate Mr. Thomajan's willingness to relocate his boat dock completely on his lot and
support the variance for the side yard setback requirement for the reasons stated herein.
